AGREEMENT 


THIS AGREEMENT entered into this day of 

1983, between THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE ("City”) and THE GREATER FORT WAYNE 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE ("Chamber"), 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, the Chamber has initiated a "Campaign for Greater 
Fort Wayne" and is conducting a fund drive to finance said Campaign; and 
WHEREAS, said Campaign has been initiated for the purpose 
of increasing economic development in and near the City; and 

WHEREAS, the City is committed to economic development 
and desires to aid the Chamber in its Campaign. 

NOW, THEREFORE, for and in consideration of the mutual 
promises of the parties, the parties agree as follows: 

SECTION 1: The City agrees, subject to approval each year 
by the Common Council, to contribute a total of One Million Two Hundred 
Fifty Thousand Dollars ($1,250,000.00) to the Chamber's Campaign, said 
amount to be paid at the rate of Two Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars 
($250,000.00) per year for five (5) years. 

SECTION 2: For the year 1983, the City has already spent 
One Hundred Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars ($125,000.00) for advertising 
economic development and shall receive a credit for its Two Hundred 
Fifty Thousand Dollar ($250,000.00) pledge for said year for said One 
Hundred Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars ($125,000.00) already spent. 
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SECTION 3: The City will contribute, out of 1983 
federal revenue sharing funds. One Hundred Twenty-Five Thousand 
Dollars ($125,000.00) to the Chamber for advertising the City as 
an industrial or new business location in national publications. 

SECTION 4: Payment of this contribution to the 
Chamber shall be made by the City upon submission to it by the 
Chamber of copies of invoices received by the Chamber from said 
national publications. 

SECTION 5: All invoices shall be submitted to the 
City's Department of Economic Development, Attention Karl I. 
Bandemer, Director.
